*#©* The Elba Tigers outscored Florala 55-27 last week 
in what had to be one of the craziest high school football 
games I have ever seen.

It looks like 
Choctaw County will claim the #4 spot and the right to 
visit Elba in the opening round of the playoffs, if the Tigers 
keep doing what they do. In Region 2, Elba can wrap up the 
region crown this week with a road win at Pleasant Home, 
while Brantley and Florala are still fighting to be the 
runner-up, with Red Level looking like a possible fourth 
seed. In Region 3, Linden has already won the region title 
and Sweet Water has the #2 slot locked up, with the winner 
of this week’s Keith/R.C. Hatch game coming in third. Up 
in Region 4, Maplesville can wrap up the title with a win 
over Verbena, while a loss would lead to a three-way tie 
between Maplesville, Verbena and Loachapoka. 

In Class 2A, Region 2, Ariton has already won the 
region title, with this week’s Wicksburg-G.W. Long win- 
ner grabbing the runner-up spot and the loser dropping 
to #3.

Tigers offense leads 
the way in 55-27 win

The Elba Tigers gave a large homecoming crowd plenty

Florala began its ensuing possession at its own 34-yard- 
line and went 66 yards in 11 plays and ate up eight minutes 
off the clock to get on the scoreboard. Dalton Jackson 
capped the long scoring drive with a 4-yard run, and 
Jackson also added the extra-point as the Wildcats cut the 
Elba lead to 21-7 with 2:08 remaining in the half.

Kinston surprised by 
McKenzie 38-22

The Kinston Bulldogs saw their playoff hopes dimmed 
last Friday night with a surprising 38-22 region loss to the 
previously winless McKenzie Tigers. 

McKenzie jumped out to an early 8-0 led on an 8-yard 
run by Jayden McMillan and a two-point run by Jaylen 
McMillan, but the Bulldogs bounced back and pulled 
within 8-7 with one-second left in the opening quarter 
when Cale Sumblin connected with Reece Hall on a 
26-yard touchdown toss to cap a 59-yard. scoring march 
and Marcus Free added the extra-point. 

The Tigers upped their lead to 14-7 midway through the 
second quarter on a 70-yard touchdown pass from Jaylen 
McMillan to Jahmarrien Jackson. However, Kinston again 
answered the Tigers challenge and pulled even at 14-14 
with 4:05 left in the half on an 8-yard run by Jeb Crosby 
and the extra-point by Free. ; 

The third quarter was a nightmare for the Bulldogs as 
McKenzie exploded for 24 unanswered points to open 
up a 38-14 advantage. The Tigers touchdowns came on a 
3-yard run by Kamern Daniels, an 11-yard touchdown toss 
from Jaylen McMillan to Jayden McMillan and a 45-yard 
touchdown pass from McMillan to Skylar Sanders. Jaylen 
MeMillan completed three two-point passes after each 
score as the Tigers took command. 

Kinston refused to quit and after an interception by 
Dylan Davis struck quickly on a 71-yard run by Cale 
Sumblin.

McKenzie ended all hopes of a Kinston comeback with 
a six-minute possession on its next offensive series, and 
when the final horn sounded the Bulldogs left the field 
following the big 38-22 upset loss. 

Jeb Crosby rushed for 169 yards and one touchdown 
on 24 carries to lead Kinston on the ground, while Cale 
Sumblin rushed for 131 yards and one td on 10 carries 
and completed 8 of 19 passes, with two interceptions, for 
133 yards and one td. CJ Lunsford had three catches for 
38 yards and Reece Hall had two catches for 34 yards and 
one td to lead the Bulldog receivers.
